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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 3 and 4 mirror each other and hence only 
claim 3 will be treated; both claims should be reviewed for like problems and amended 
into proper and idiomatic form. In claim 3, line 3, "its inner wall" lacks antecedent basis. 
On line 4 of claim 3, "negative mold" is a vague and indefinite limitation and fails to 
clearly set forth that which applicant considers to be his invention. What makes for a 
"negative" mold? On line 5 "two negative molds" appears to be a double inclusion of 
the negative mold of line 4. On line 8, "workpieces" appears to be a double inclusion of 
the workpieces of line 1 . On line 9 "an inner wall" appears to be a double inclusion of 
the inner wall of lines 3/4. On line 13, "the region" lacks antecedent basis. On lines 16 
and 17, "a calibrating pressure" has not been positively recited in the method steps nor 
has the conforming pressure. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
1 99 1 1 1 25 C1 (see Figs 1 -6). DE '1 25 teaches the claimed invention including 
inserting a blank A (Fig. 2) within a split mold 2/3, forming two parts (4a/4b Fig. 6) with 
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in the mold by way of parting gap (Fig. 4) generally on either side of "H" at N1 ' and N1 " 
and two cutting edges S/S (see the left side of Fig. 4). The tube is first formed and then 
cut by the addition of more pressure to the tube wall into the cutting edges S/S.
